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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to a preliminary amendment filed on Dec. 9, 2003, the applicants have 
canceled claims 3, 4, 10, 11 and 16-20 and furthermore, have amended claims 1, 2, 6 
and 9. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 5-9 and 12-15 are now pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1, 2, 5-9 and 12-15, drawn to compounds of formula of claim 1 
where Z represents -N=N-, -N(0)=N- or -N=N(0)-, classified in class 546, 
subclass 326. 

II. Claims 1 , 2, 5, 7 and 8, drawn to compounds of formula of claim 1 where 
Z represents -CR1 =N, classified in class 549, subclass 71 . 

III. Claims 1 , 2, 5, 7 and 8, drawn to compounds of formula of claim 1 where 
Z represents -NR1-CO or -NR1-CS, classified in class 548, subclass 146. 

IV. Claims 1 , 2, 5, 7 and 8, drawn to compounds of formula of claim 1 where 
Z represents -COO or CSO, classified in class 544, subclass 242. 

V. Claims 1 , 2, 5, 7 and 8, drawn to compounds of formula of claim 1 where 
Z represents -OCO or OCS, classified in class 549, subclass 498. 

4. The inventions I, II, III, IV and V as defined above are patentably distinct, each from 
the other since they are structurally so divergent that a reference showing compounds 
of invention I would not render compounds of inventions II through V prima facia 
obvious. Search required for e.g ; compounds of invention I in class 546 is not the same
